NOT ft HITCH OCCURS IN BIG SPECTACLE 


Old .Point Comfort, Va., Dec. 15th.— 


The backbone of the American navy, 
1C first-class battleships under com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Robley D. 
Evans, set sail today for the Pacific 
ocean, 
a 
fourteen 
thousand 
mile 


cruise, which has set all the world to 
talking. 
Parading In review before 


the president of the United States and 
saluting as they went, the stately 
white vessels drew anchors from the 
rendezvous 
grounds 
of 
Hampton 


Roads, steamed out from the famous 
old Virginia capes and were losts to 
view on the southeastern horizon, 
filmy, tell-tale columns of black coal 
smoke being the last visible vestige of 
the departing fleet. 


At ten knots speed they went, turn- 


Ing their backs on the coast which 
eo- long has been their home and 
headed for the eastern end of the 
West Indies. 
After threading their 


way among the reefs of those islands, 
the fleet will bring up at Trinidad on 
Christmas Eve, the first stage of its 
journey at an end. 


The belted sides of each armor clad 


wore fairly strutted today with tho 
press of heavy stores and ammunition, 
•while decks resounded with the foot- 
falls of a thousand men In Quarters. 


On a mission as Pacific as the name 


of the waters it soon will be plough- 
ing, the fleet was sent away prepared 
in every detail for any duty. 


Presidential Party. Comes. 


President. Roosevelt, 
accompanied 


by n party of guests, came down from 
Washington on the Navnl Yaclt 
'lay- 


flower. His arrival In the Rq:i:'.stend 
was signalized by a roar of iialutos. 
When the resulting veil of powder had 
lif.tcd from the ships, the Mayflower 
proceeded to anchor in the very cen 
ter of the throbbing fleet. There fol- 
lowed a brief reception on board, the 
president having a farewcJJ message 
for the four rear admirals and the six- 
teen commanding officers who are tak- 
ing the ships througii Magellan to San 
Francisco. 
At tho concluskm of the 


meeting on the Mayflower's quarter 
deck, President Roosevelt shook each 
officer cordially by the hand and as 
the.y went over the side he bade them 
official adieu. 


Commancler-in-Chlef Leads Fleet. 
Then for a journey of nearly ten 


miles, the president as commander-ln- 
chief of the American army and navy, 
led the long line of battleships out In- 
to Chesapeake bay. 
They followed 


his flag to Thimble Shoal Light, just 
five miles Inside the capes, where the 
Mayflower turned aside and dropped 
her anchors for the formal review. As 
a naval pageant, the review and de- 
parture of the fleet today was the most 
notable in American history. 
There 


have been several 
presidential re- 


views of the Atlantic fleet during tho 
past 18 months but in those instances, 
the great ships were lying docile at 
the end of spreading anchor chains, 
while the reviewing yacht passed up 
and down their lines. Today the fleet 
was under way, had cast off from the 
shore and was outward bound on a 
cruise, which, as President Roosevelt 
himself expressed It, "No fleet of such 
size has ever before undertaken." The 
guns which had voiced a welcome to 
the president upon his arrival 
In 


Hampton Roads uttered a- good bye 
tribute as they passed the Mayflower 
outward bound. The, salute of wel- 
come had been paid in unison; the 
farewell tribute was an individual of- 
fering from each one of the sixteen 
ships. 


Goes Out in Long Single File. 


The fleet passed out in single 


column, the 
big government built 


Connecticut,' flagship of Admiral Evans 
leading the way. The ships were 400 
yards apart, and from the Connecticut 
to the Kentucky, which brought up the 
rear, the line reached a distance of 
more than four miles. 
In space of 


time there was the stretch of a de- 
cade between the 16,000 tons of the 
Connecticut to the little more than 
11,000 of the Kentucky. Five stages of 
American battleship construction'were 
represented in the line and as an ob- 
ject lesson in the growth of the.Ameri- 
can navy the spectacle found one of 
its most striking features. 


A large number of yachts .and ex- 


cursion boats accompanied the fleet 
down the bay and gathered at the re- 
viewing ground. 


The Presidential Party. 


President* Roosevelt's party on the

al the brilliant sun had set the bright, 
work nnd polished decks dancing In 
Us rays. 


The immaculate white hulls of tho 


big flgthing machines 
gleamed re- 


spendcntly. Not a cloud flecked the 
sky. 


Picturesque Scenes. 


Tho early morning scenes about 


the fleet anchorage was most, pic- 
turesque. 
I-ong before day-light the 


tidy little steam launches were mak- 
ing their last trips from the shore, 
some of 
them 
blowing 
Impatient 


whistles for delayed mall orderlies 
who were the last persons to be taken 
aboard. 


Man of warsmen arose early. Five 


o'clock found every deck of the six- 
teen ships well filled with them. 


They were busy with the last chores 


of scrubbing and polishing. Changing 
rod and white signal lights glowed at 
times from mastheads, ship command- 
ers having some last, instructions to 
receive from the divisional1 flagships. 


As daylight, came the ship lights dis- 


appeared one by one until all were 
gone as the sun rose, a great red 
ball, in tho east. It seemed to hang 
for a time in the gateway of the Vir- 
ginia capes through which the fleet 
was soon to pass, then mounted higher 
into the skies with the promised full- 
ailment of a perfect, day. 


At eight, bells or 8 o'clock in the 


morning watch, ifie 
dressing 
lines 


were broken out on every battleship 
and the pretty little triangular signal 
flags gave a gala touch to the scene*. 


President Made No Speech. 


The president received all the ad- 


mirals and captains on board the May- 
flower but made no speech. The occa- 
sion, he felt, did not require one as 
the setting out of the fleet is regarded 
merely as a detail of naval practice 
and training. But to the guests on his 
yacht the president expressed his un- 
feigned delight at the showing made 
by the magnificent fleet. 


Pacing tho quarter deck in his en- 


thusiasm and smiling in characteristic 
fashion, the president frequently would 
exclaim: 
"Did you ever see such a 


fleet and such a day? 
It ought to 


make us all feel proud." 


Admiral Evans was first over the 


Mayflower's side. 
There was an ex- 


change of formal salutes, then the 
president grasped the admiral's hand 
and gave it a hearty shake. 


Just before Admiral Evans left the 


Mayflower to give orders for the fleet 
to get under'way, the president called 
him aside and the two were in earnest 
conversation for nearly five minutes 
during which the admiral's head was 
dipping affirmative nods as though 
acknowledging Instructions. 


Coxswain is Honored. 


During the reception the president 


sent for Seaman Win. Chandler, Cox- 
swain of the Louisiana and told him 
to convey to the men of the Louisiana 
his special greetings. The ijOiiislana 
is the ship >on which the president and 
Mrs. Roosevelt made their 
return 


trip from the Isthmus of\Panama. The 
Coxswain was presented by the presl; 
dent to.Mrs. Roosevelt and then after 
the embarrassed coxswain had left the 
president said: "I tell you our enlist- 
ed men are everything. They are per- 
fectly bully and'they are always up to 
everything required of them."

use to- flaunt their lawlessness In the 
faces of the people, but they are pow- 
erless to control the class that per- 
sists in law violation. 


It was also evident that the police 


had not received any orders as there 
was no attempt on the part of the au- 
thorities to stop the traffic. 
It was 


thought that the order said to have 
been given out several days ago would 
be held up until Saturday night, but 
this was not a' correct view as the 
officers were not active in seeing that 
business was suspended.

A. "•. Klopfenstein Painfully 


Hurt by Incoming 


Interurban. 


A. L. Klopfenstein, proprietor of the 


Star .Billiard Supply company, at 1315 
Calhoun street,' was run down by nn 
incoming Interurban car on the Deca- 
tur line as he attempted to cross Cat 
houn street in front ot his place of 
business at noon today. He sustained 
a dislocated hip and other Injuries, 
but. Is expected to recover. 
He is a 


man of middle age, and resides with 
his family above his place of busi- 
ness. 


Mr. Klopfonstein had! been writing 


a letter, and left the missive unfin- 
ished with the remark that he was 
compelled to go across the street hut 
would return In a few moments. There 
Is no crossing at the point, but he 
started 
diagonally across 
Calhonn 


street just in time to bo caught, by the 
Interurban car, incoming from Deca- 
tur, which witnesses say was running 
at a high speed between the street 
crossings. 


Klopfenstein was knocked to the 


street by the pilot of the car and 
rolled in such a manner as to throw 
his feet toward the car. In this posi- 
tion he was pushed and rolled a con- 
siderable distance before the car could 
bo stopped. A dozen persons who saw 
the mishap rushed to his side and as- 
sisted In carrying the injured man into 
his billiard room, where physicians 
were called to attend him. He was at 
once ordered to Hope hospital, where 
his injuries-were dressed.. 


Surgeons who attended the injured 


man found little injury apparent save 
the dislocated hip, and Klopfenstein is 
expected to recover rapidly. Henry 
Schone, who was a passenger aboard 
•the car, denies the statement of by- 
standers that the car was running 
rapidly. Mr. Schone says the car was 
running rather slowly and that ft was 
under perfect control, stopping within 
a few feet after the man had been 
struck. It is believed that Klopfen 
stein slipped as he attempted to cross 
the street, and the fact that he was 
able to clutch the fender probably 
saved him from going beneath the car.

PArtro Gasparri, secretary of the con- 
gregation of extraordinary ecclesiasti- 
cal affairs: Monsignor De Lai, secre- 
tary of the congregation of. councils; 
Monsignor 
Ludovlc 
Henry- 
Lucon. 


archbishop of Rheims, and Monsignor 
Pjful Pierre Andrieu, 
archbishop of 


Marseilles. 


The pope delivered an allocution in 


which he made reference to the perse- 
cution of the Redeemer and said that 
his church bad been attacked from all 
sides in a warfare open or dissimu- 
lated. 
The rights and laws of the 


church had been trampled on and even 
by 
those 
who 
should 
safeguard 


them, and the impious 
and vulgar 


press had fought her even to the ex- 
tent of disturbing the public quiet. 
The pontiff cited the recent disorders 
in Italy. To this must be added, he 
continued, the -disastrous propaganda 
In the bosom of 
Catholicism 
itself 


which is being carried on by modern- 
ists who disdain the pontifical author- 
ity and desire themselves authorita- 
tively 'to sanction a new faith and a 
new conscience. 
If the modernists 


would 
enlist 
themselves 
frankly 


among thn enemies of the church this 
evil would-be less; as It is. they pro- 
claim themselves catholics, partake of 
the sacrament' and 
celebrate 
mass. 


Fulfilling his apostolic duty, the pope 
sald,-he had adopted against the mod- 
ernists surh measures as were neces- 
sary, striving particularly to save 
young clergymen from perversion. 


In conclusion, the allocution reads: 
"The episcopacy has accepted the 


papal directions with eagerness and 
has applied thorn with see-all, hut the 
modernists persevere In their rebel- 
lion and give manifest proof of their 
attitude even In tho press. May God 
enlighten these misled ones."

Fifty to Seventy-Five Men Probably 


Have Been Killed by Explosion 
. 


in Alabama Colliery. 


OF THE 


Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 
16.—'An 


explosion, probably of 
dust, took 


place In No. 1 mine of the Yolande 
Coal and Coke company at Yolande, 
thirty-five miles from Birmingham, 
in Tuscaloosa 
county, 
this 
morn- 


ing. 
Ninety men were checked in 


today for work. 


Within an hour after the explosion, 


fourteen men. had crawled out of the 
mine, all burned. 
Reports from tho 


scene of the accident vary as to the 
number of men In the mines and 
whether they will bo found dead. 
The number is placed at 
between 


sixty and seventy-six. 
Two dead 


bodies had been recovered before 1« 
o'clock. 


While officials of 
tho 
company 


were hoping against Uie worst, the 
rescut party was forcing its way in- 
to tho mines. 
Women and children 


and bravo men stood 
despairingly 


outside the mines. 
But little hope 


Is expressed that many will got out 
alive.

His Dead Body Found in 


. Bear of a Blacksmith 


Shop. 


Frederick Widemann, CO years of 


age and formerly a contracting brick 
and stone mason, committed suicide 
early Sunday morning by swallowing 
carbolic acid. 
His lifeless remains 


were found in the rear of the Frels- 
troffer 
horse-shoeing establishment, 


on Harrison street, between Main and 
Berry streets, where he had taken the 
fatal dose some hours befpre. 
It Is 


believed the man ended his life be- 
cause be was despondent and friend- 
less. The remains were removed "to 
the Schone undertaking rooms. 


Wldemann's remains were discov- 


ered at 8 o'clock by a woman who oc- 
cupies apartments in the second story 
of the building, and fihe stumbled up- 
on bis body when she descended and 
passed through an. L at the rear of 
the building to get a pail of cistern 
water.

tified and Coroner Stults was sum- 
moned. The body was yet warm, but 
identification of the dead man was not 
accomplished until the 
arrival of 


Henry Braun, of Lakeside. 


Beside the body lay a two-ounce 


bottle which had contained carbolic 
acid. 
Braun said he had talked to 


Widemann as late as M> o'clock Satur- 
day evening, and that there was then 
no Indication that he intended sui- 
cide. He states that Widemann was 
a hard-working, sober, intelligent fel- 
low. 
But little Is known of the man. 


He was presumed to be a widower, 
but there is also a rumor that he had 
a wifa and family In Ohio.

THE SAILING OF THE FLEET. 


The newly formed Pacific squadron 


under command of Admiral Evans has 
started on its long cruise down the 
Atlantic, around Capo Horn and up 
the Pacific to the rendezvous at San 
Francisco, there to be united with 
such of our naval forces as already 
are in the Pacific or have preceded the 
battleship squadron. 


The fleet which has just set out 


from Hampton roads upon this 14,000 
mile voyage is perhaps the most pow- 
erful assemblage of armorclads the 
world has ever scon. Sixteen battle- 
ships, all of modern type and some of 
them representing the very latest In 
battleship construction, make up this 
mighty force. What Is the object of 
it? A practice cruise, says the pros 
Idcnt and the navy department. An 
object lesson to Japan, Is the answer 
found In the popular impression. That 
is the way European powers for the 
most part look at It 
Certainly it is 


a spectacle- of utmost Imprcsslvencns 
to all nations. Of course such acrulso 
will bo of the crcatest value to the 
navy. That phnso of the spectacular 
transfer of our soa power from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific cannot be over- 
estimated. But to strip all other soas 
of our fighting ships nnd concentrate 
them In tho Pacific appeals to the 
popular mind as preceding from rea- 
sons more portentous th.in tho giving 
of practical I ruining to tho navy.

The great fleet that sailed the Eng-

when Roosevelt reviewed his fighting 
arm numbered but thlrty-flve ships. 


The rendezvous at Hampton Roads,

Greatest Fleet In the World. 


Sixteen battle ships, 500 feet long, 


masses of honeycombed steel, with 
tho agility of a yacht; fitted with ar- 
mor over n foot thick and 
shooting 


thlrteen-lnch shells to the horizon and 
beyond, are in command of "Fighting 
Bob" Evans. 


In company with the battle ships, 


but on an independent voyage, there 
already has sailed a flotilla of six tor- 
pedo boat destroyers, those scorpions 
of the navy that fly at an enemy In the 
dark, sting with a torpedo and disap 
pear In thp night with the speed of an 
express train. 


Assembling In the Pacific are three 


floating fortresses, new battle ships 
that have already left the ship yards. 
Joining them are eight armored cruis- 
ers, which are ships that deal as 
heavy a blow as a battle ship, with the 
speed of an Atlantic liner, scouten 
and fighters, too, as Kipling said ol 
the marine when he called him "sail- 
or and soldier, too." Nine big pro- 
tected cruisers, six whltecoated gun> 
boats and three of the ugly, but fight 
Ing monitors, will also rendezvous off 
the Golden Gate. 


When all shall have come together 


off San Francisco there will be a fleet 
of fifty-one fighting machines. To this 
aggregation will be added a fleet of 
coal colliers, supply, repair and water 
vessels, making a total of about sev 
enty defenders of the nation. 


The United States navy now is the 


second naval power in the. world. Only 
England has a greater fleet. Of neces 
slty the English ships must remain 
scattered among her dominions, on 
which the sun never, sets. Can she 
match the formidable display of this 
the greatest nation on earth? 


Ten Miles of Ships. 


Placed end to end, with bows and 


stern£ touching, the 
ships 
wouli 


make a boulevard of steel along which 
one might walk four miles.

out at anchor in single file, the flee

Specialists Say Tuberculo- 


sis May Be Cause of 


Degeneracy. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 16.—That In- 


sanity, criminal and immoral tenden- 
cies, idiocy and the entire reversal of 
previous 
mental 
poise 
and moral 


standards are conditions that may ac- 
company tuberculosis, either in Its 
incipient or chronic stages, medical 
science now claims to be a certainty. 
Dr. Lawrence F. Flick, expert tuber- 
culosis physician, and Dr. D. J. Mc- 
Carthy, expert chiminologlst, both of 
more than national reputation, have 
just made known discoveries result- 
Ing from 
investigations 
they have 


been making for several years at the 
Henry Phipps institute in the treat- 
ment and prevention of tuberculosis. 


According to the discoveries even 


devout persons may become immoral 
and degenerate, 
honest 
men turn 


thieves, optimists become pessimists, 
and strong, 
healthy 
minded men 


change into inebriates with little or 
no sense of moral responsibility. And 
these conditions may take p.Iace long 
before any sign of tuberculosis is ap- 
parent. 


Insane Before Tubercular. 


"An Impoverished state of blood," 


says Dr. McCarthy, "is partly respon- 
sible for the delusions and hallucina- 
tions experienced by so many tuber- 
culosis patients. In a case for years 
under my personal observation at the 
Philadelphia General hospital, there? 
were delusions accompanied by vari- 
ous homicidal attempts. Another case 
was (hat of a man who developed In- 
sanity almost a year before tubercu- 
losis made its appearance. 


"While in the House of Rest in New 


York city, one man, who subsequently 
became one of our patients, insisted 
that poison was being placed In his 
food. 
He attempted to assault and 


threatened to kill the superintendent. 


"Still another claimed that he was 


in the habit of receiving communica- 
tions from his father, whom wo after- 
ward found had been dead for several 
years. Another Insisted that his dead 
father came to his room at all hours 
of the day and night and wrote mes- 
sages on the walls, with n piece of 
straw. 
Another saw queer pictures 


when awake, and one woman was con- 
tinually calling our attention to the 
procession of people dressed all in 
white constantly before her." 


Heritage From Insane Parents. 


Not only has science established the 


fact, according to these experts, that 
in at least 50 per cent, of tuberculosis 
patients insanity shows Itself In some 
stage of the disease, but that, con- 
versely, vast numbers of tuberculosis 
pnttonts have 
boon 
predisposed to 


lung Infection through Inherited de- 
ficient nervous 
systems. 
Tn many 


CUKCH insanity has boon found to have 
existed In'tho parents or antecedents 
of tuberculosis patients. 


While not 
willing 
to admit that 


their work is anywhere near complete, 
the Investigator* arc now in a posi- 
tion to stnto positively that there Is an 
undoubted connection between men- 
tal unbalance and tuberculosis and 
vice versa. Drs. Flick and McCarthy 
have for three years kept, dally rec- 
ords of each patient's physical and 
mental condition from the day of en- 
trance until discharged or dead. In 
addition to this the history of the pa- 
tient's family and antecedents has 
been procured wherever possible.

Each departing admiral and captain 


was wished 'the best of luck, old fel- 
low, and good bye." 


The fleet sailed from Its anchorage 


shortly after 10 o'clock. 
There was 


not the slightest hitch in any detail of 
the carefully planned program.

As the Connecticut steamed past the 


crowded 
government' pier at Old 


Point, the band on the quarter deck 
played "The Girl I Left Behind Me/' 
and "Aulcl Lang Syne." There were 
great cheers from the shores and a 
lively screeching of whistles from the 


. excursion fleet. 


WAS A MEMORABLE SCENE. 


All Was Bustle and Hustle as the Big 


Fleet Got under Way. 


Old Point Comfort, Va., Dec. 16.— 


The Mayflower 
swung around the 


water battery of Fortress Monroe and 
into Hampton Roads shortly after 8 
o'clock. 
The saluting guns of the 


army post were the first to signal the 
arrival of the president and his party. 
Twenty-one times the cannon over- 
looking the picturesque moat of this 
famous old army stronghold,' voiced 
their notes of welcome. 
The white 


naval yacht kept silently on her way, 
accepting (he salute as her due and 
as requiring no outward form of rec- 
ognition. 


Aboard the sixteen warships at an 


chor a mile 
further 
up the roads, 


bugles had already begun to summon 
officers and crews to quarters. Most 
of the men aboard the vessels had 
been called several times in the past 
to welcome the president, but there 
was a special significance to today's 
ceremony. It was not a time simply 
to look pretty on parade, but coupled 
with it was a note of "good bye and 
good luck," which they felt bad a 
world of meaning to it.

Fleet in Two Long Lines. 


•It was not until the Mayflower had 


nearly reached 
the Old Point pier 


that the president had his first view 
of the splendid fleet. On either'side 
of a veritable marine boulevard the 
ships were disposed in two long lines, 
the flagships Connecticut and Minne- 
sota, standing respectively 
ut the 


head of the shore and outbound col- 
umns. 
Like players at some giant 


game of "London Bridge." the twin 
battleships stood with figurative arms 
over-clasped waiting for the Mayflow- 
er to pass beneath and down the lane 
to meet the other ships which were 
paired on opposite sides and reached 
full two miles away. 
. Each ship was dressed from jack- 
staff to flagpost, the long lines of vari- 
colored bits of signal blunting flutter- 
Ing in the early morning breeze flrst 
in an almost perpendicular rise from 
the stem to the signal 
yards sur- 


mounting the fore fighting top, then 
reaching straight back to the after 
(op and down again to the stern rail 
of the quarter deck.

Again without formal recognition 


of the honors bestowed, t/'e Mayflower 
entered the warship lane and proceed- 
ing slowly to a point about mid-way 
of the assembled fleet let go her an- 
chors and swung around partly, to face 
Ihe flow of the ebbing tide. 


No sooner had she done so than the

Officers Pay Their Respects. 


Making the after gangway, the of- 


ficers. In all the regalia of special full 
dress uniform, repaired on board the 
yacht to pay their respects to the 
president. He received them on the 
quarter deck and the exchange 
of 


greetings was more hearty than for- 
mal. 
Following the 
Connecticut's 


lead the launches from all of the oth- 
er ships were soon swarming about 
the Mayflower. 
From the Minnesota 


came the steam barge of Rear Ad- 
miral C. M. Thomas, commander of 
the third squadron; from the Georgia 
there was the barge of Rear Admiral 
Wm. H. Emory, commander of the sec- 
ond division, and from the Alabama 
came Rear Admiral C. S. Sperry, com- 
mander of the fourth division. Each 
admiral was accompanied by his staff. 
The captains commanding the sixteen 
ships followed the flag officers to the 
Mayflower and with their arrival the 
reception reached1 its climax. 
These 


ceremonies were few and within half 
an hour after Admiral Evans had first 
stepped on the deck of the yacht all 
officers were once more in their danc- 
ing launches, returning to their ships 
The last good byes had been said, the 
president's last wishes of good luck 
had been uttered. 


Signal to Get Under Way. 


Suddenly the signal yards of the 


Connecticut flashed the message: 


"Get under way immediately, fol- 


lowing the motions of the flagship." 


Orders volleyed 
from each vessel

through the musical notes of half a 
score of bugles and the shrill whistles 
of the "bo'sns*" pipes.

With the departure of the fleet offi- 


cers, the Mayflower proceeded to get 
under way almost at once, so as to 
take her place at the head of the for- 
midable column and lead the way to 
the' reviewing waters 
oft Thimble 


Shoal Light House, ten miles out in 
Chesapeake bay, or two-thirds of the 
way 
from 
Hampton Roads to the 


stretch of ocean outside the Virginia 
capes, Henry, and Charles^ As the 
Mayflower retreated down the warship 
lane each vessel she passed manned 
the rail with blue jackets, all of whom 
itood at attention.

Anchors 'Hauled In. 
• 


Meantime the giant cranes on board 


the war vessels were reaching out and 
picking up the steam 
launches and 


running boats and storing them snugly 
in their berths high up in the super- 
structure and safe from the crashing 
boom of storm and waves to be en- 
countered on the trip. 


Next from the ships came the whirr 


and hiss of steam-driven windlasses 
and the grinding clanx of lifting an- 
chor chains whose massive links were 
bent of six-Inch steel. Sixty fathoms 
of chain had been laid out on each- 
ship. This is ten times the depth of 
the roadstead channel, but necessary 
to keep the vessels free from fouling 
in (he swinging currents of the tide. 
With the command to "Heave 'er up," 
the wo'rlc of raising anchors had begun 
almost simultaneously on each of the 
sixteen ships. Big streams of water 
were placed upon the climbing chain 
links, stripping them of all sand and 
harbor mud as they rose from the sur- 
face. 


Battle Ships Swing -Round. 


The Connecticut, head of the col- 


umn, and the other ships of the first 
division, the Kansas, the Vermont and 
the Louisiana, were the flrst to get 
their anchors folded on tiielr bows. 
Then came for each navigator and 
captain a bit qf difficult maneuvering 
at close quarters. The sweep of the 
ebbing tide had turned every ship's 
stem to the west and it was neces- 
sary to 'swing each vessel around to 
take position for the eastward start 
to the Capes. One by one, fho'other 
armor clads hoisted their position pen- 
nants to the fore 
truck, 
signifying 


that they were ready to get under 
way. 
The flagships of each of the 


three divisions subordinate to the flrst 
did not hoist their pennants until the 
last anchor chains of the" Immediate 


command were stowed. The beat of 
ihe giant 
copper-bladed 
twin pro- 


pellers' churned" the roadstead waters 
io milky white as they maneuvered for 
the start. 


"Full Speed Ahead." 


When at last all sixteen ships were 


in position, in single column, "natural 
order and distance," four hundred 
yards apart, the engine room indica- 
tors, far down in the depths of the 
steel protected decks, snowed "full 
speed ahead." 
For the purpose of 


this cruise full speed means an easy 
pace of ten knots an hour and it was 
on this basis that the ships bade fare- 
well to the great crowds gathered on 
the Old Point shore and moved away 
from their familiar anchorage ground. 
As the big i vessels gained headway 
they picked up their "bones" from the 
furrowed wake of the flagship. 


The president's 
yacht was well 


down the bay when the battleship 
column began to move. Coming to an- 
chor near "Tail of the Horse Shoe," 
as the water formation about Thimble 
Shoal Light is locally known, the May- 
flower again, let. go her anchors and 
stood by to review the Pacific-bound 
parade. 


An Inspiring Scene. 


There was little time to wait before 


the wide girthed hull of the Connecti- 
cut, glimmering white, showed off the 
quarter rail. Coming toward the May- 
flower, almost bow on, at the head of 
the far-flung line, great clouds of curl- 
ing black smoke, 
leaping from her 


three towering funnels—buff painted 
to coincide with the color of the super- 
structure—her rails manned with half 
.a thousand sailors In t.helr nattiest 
"suits of blue, with marine guard, full 
uniformed and stiff at "attention" on 
the quarter deck, with the hand play- 
ing the national 
anthem, with Ad- 


miral Evans on the after bridge, high 


above the main deck, with the Union 
Jack at the stem, 
the 
two-starred 


rear-admiral ensign 
of blue at the 


main truck and a spotless new Ameri- 
can flag fluttering from flagstaff at 
the stern, 'the Connecticut presented 
a picture which fairly thrilled those 
who saw, and 
set 
patriotic pulses 


beating in quickening rhythm. 


The president lifted his hat and the 


spontaneous 
cheer ho voiced 
was 


quickly taken up by others in 
the 


party. From his position on the May- 
flower's bridge, the president had an 
uninterrupted viow of the entire pag- 
ent. 


As the Flagship Went Out 


Abreast the presidential yacht, the 


Connecticut began her series of sa- 
lutes. The men at the rails, at the. 
word of command, raised right hand 
to caps and held them there until the 
Mayflower was cleared. 
On the for- 


ward bridge Captain Hugo Osterhaus 
and the fleet navigating officer came 
to attention with a flourish of swords. 
Admiral Evans and the members of 
his staff saluted similarly In turn from 
the after bridge while the marine 
guard, with polished rifles, stood mo-: 
tlonless at "Present Arms." Drums 
aboard the flagship were ruffling their 
tokens of respect and at last came the 
strains of "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner"' floating across the waves. 


Just beyond the Mayflower the sa- 


luting cannons were brought into play 
and with 21 guns the flagship voiced 
her farewell message, the white glo- 
bules of powder smoke rising like 
filmy balloons from either bow to be- 
come lost in the deep lined coal va- 
por whirling from the glowing fires 
beneath sizzling boilers. 


It was singular that the Connecticut 


should lead the greatest fleet ever sent 
from American shores. She is the 
product from stem to stern, from 


plate to fighting top of. the American 
Naval establishment. 
Colliers and Provision Ships Ahead. 
Fleet colliers and provision ships 


have proceeded the battleships to 
Trinidad, where the flrst stop for coal- 
ing and the replenishing of larger sup- 
plies will be made. The stay at Trini- 
dad, where the ships will arrive on 
Christmas eve, Is limited to five days, 
while the second stage of the journey 
will take the tattle clad squadron to 


Rio Janerio, where they will make a 
ten days stop from Jan. 11 to 21st. TTie 
third leg leads to the end of South 
Ameri ca, Punta Arenas, in the straits 
of Magellan, this port being reached 
Jan. 31st. The fifth of February will 
see the fleet again under way, picking 
its course slowly through the western 
end of the straits and then heading 
north once more for Callao. The Cal- 
lao stop is scheduled from February 
18th to 28th, the fleet sailing on the 


latter date for America's rented naval 
station at Magdalena bay, Southern 
California.

universal crisis In financial nnd commer- 
cial affairs. 
Th««o conditions hm-e been 
world-wide and not by any m*»ans con- 
fined to tho tlnltort Stntpn. 
Crl«es of 
mar* or lew severity hnvo nrlntn In nov- 
«ral Important countries. 
.Ax Is always 
the conn where there l» n. demand tor 
liquidation, -It nrnt manifested Itself In 
tho stock market. For months there hu 
b«*n a more ,or I«s« steady decline In 
stock-market quotation*. Not only stocks 
but tho very be*t bnmls. hnvo dropped 
lower nnd lower in prlro. The difficulty 
In gelling bonds has herom"! so ftreat thnt 
for ncveral yenrw many of the railways 
biivo had to ralno money fnr their nec- 
•ssnry cxp«ndlttir«* nml 
Improvements 
with so-called Khort-tlmo notes Instead 
of regular bond Issues, the rnt**« of Inter- 
est on such 
Issues rlstnc? 
higher nnd 
hlKher and enrh Issue l"-lnK harder to 
place. 
Merchants nnd manufacturers of 
the highest stnmllnir nnd credit have 
found It morn nnd more, difficult to secure 
Of renew loans nnd the rates havo rlstm 
steadily for months past. 


AVIth such rniirtltlonK existing: we ap- 
proached the nntnmn crop-movlnic period,

' Central Bank of Issue and Reserve. 
Th" condition!" whlrh led to the, panic 
of October and November, 1907. warn not 
due If 
the fnllurq of a few Individual 
banks. They were not due to tho lack of 
confidence of the people In the banks, but 
more to n lack of confidence of the banks 
In themselves and their reserves. Bunks 
have been fearful that the reserve system 
would break down, and In consequence 
It has broken down, and the reserve de- 
posits have been only partially nvnllnble. 
They were also fearful that not, sufficient 
currency roiiM he supplied to meet the 
demand, and ns they nil made tho, de- 
mand at once, there has not been suffi- 
cient currency. Tho result has been a 
currency famine. 
The remedy for this stnte of nffnlrs Is 
to Improve the reserve system so that the 
reserve deposits can be kept In a bank 
where they are 
surely nnd 
certainly 
available. We must Impart to our cur- 
rency :iystem some, element of elasticity, 
so that when there comes a sudden de- 
mand for currency It cnn be. supplied In 
bank notes, without depleting the supply 
of reserve money. 
.These two most desirable changes can 
h« best accomplished—In fnct, they can 
only 
be 
satisfactorily 
accomplished— 
thmuRht the r-sthllshment by the govern- 
ment of a centml bank of Issue nnd ro- 
flerve. This Is the system which has been 
abopted nnd found to work most satis- 
factorily in the great commercial centers 
o* Europe and Is the one thnt gives the 
surest promise of satisfactory operation 
Jn this country. 
Such n bank would not only solve the 
two great problems of our hanking sys- 
tem, but It would nlso provide the ma- 
chinery for conducting the treasury oper- 
ations in their relations to the banks 
with the lenst disturbance, 
Th> chief wenkness of our present na- 


tional bnnkins system Is the provision In 
regard to reserve deposits, which piles 
reserve on reserve. In reserve cities and 
central reserve cities, without requiring 
n sufficient amount of actual cash reserve 
on hand. As wo have seen In the present 
crises, when a real emergency arises 
these reserves are not reserves at all, 
because they may In a. day become una- 
vailable. 


Government Sank Only Remedy. 


It Is useless to try to evnde this ques- 
tion or dodgo the Issue. The need Is fnr 
more for something that 
will 
prevent 
emergencies nnd panics than for devices 
to be used In stopping one after It has 
occurred. 
Tho only way to mnke our 
•yitem what it, should be Is through .the 
BRenoy of a national government bank. 
The experience of all other countries has 
aemonatrated 
thia. 
Every 
important 
commercial country In Europe has adopt- 
ed thli general plan. It we. had hnd such 
*. bank in operation In 1907, no such bank 
panic tut we have had would have been 
pmslblc. Unless we do something of this 
Wnd we shall always he In danger of a 
recurrence of the same thing, and we shall 
have panic after panic until wo learn tho 
plain lesson from experience and adopt 
the only efficient, scientific, and proper 
tneana to protect our people in business 
from mich disaster*. 
This la a matter 
that Is of even (neater Interest and Im- 
portance to business men. and the people 
renerally, than It la to th« hanks thom- 
•elves. 
When a. panic occurs tho banks are 
able, as they havo been In the last few 
weeks, to stand together and. through 
their 
clearing-house 
associations 
nnd 
other moans, co-operato for their own 
protection. 
They Issue clearing-house 
certificates and other temporary currency, 
*nd by partial or more or less complete 
suspension of payniontu tide things over 
and avoid failure. They call for and very 
property receive all tho aid thnt can be 
fclven by tho treasury department and the 
national government, and the net result 
I* that while a few hanks thnt nro badly 
expended or Improperly managed fall, tho 
VT**t majority of them are able to take 
c»r« of themtelve*. 


WlMA iu«t k condition or*v&lU omon* 


tho ImnkK. 
the other business 
of the 
country Is almost In a state of chaos. All 
the machinery °f domestic exchange sud- 
denly Mtope. Collections are nlmuRt im- 
posKlblu to mnke, nnd it Is almost equally 
difficult to mako remittances. When u 
business man h«s obligations coming duo. 
not only his hank account Is unnvnflnblc. 
but the people who are indebted to him. 
«nd who want to pay. are unuble to sond 
him remittances In nny shape, which ho 
can make available. 
Manufacturers are 
forced to suspend: workmen are thrown 
out of employment: business men 
aro 
forced to rail, through no fault of tholr 
own. but simply for the reason thnt Bud- 
donly, nnd without warning to them, ull 
tho hanking machinery and facilities of 
tho country break down and ceaso to per- 
form their proper functions. There Is no 
cltlicn of tno United Sta-tos who Is freo 
from tho dnngers, louses, and ombamisn- 
mentn produced by such a situation, and 
probably tho worst feature about 1C all Is 
'that after vuoh a panic there l« always 
a long period of depression, bringing suf- 
fering and privation to those who nro tho 
lenst to blame. 


No Higher Duty of Government. 


There can bo no higher duty of govern- 
ment than the passing of the necessary 
lawn and th« adoption of a system to pro- 
vent occurrences 
which produce 
such 
widespread financial Injury and disaster. 
Tho thing absolutely essential for bank- 
Ing IH a system of thoroughly snfo bank 
notes, which will be responsive to the de- 
mands of business nnd as readily contract 
as expand; and, In addition to this,.a 
nyntem of bank reserves, which wilt ho 
real reserves when needed and always 
Immediately available. 


There have been many plans suggested 
by which' some elasticity may Ixt Intro- 
duced Into our national bank-note cur- 
rency. 
All of them have moro or less 
merit, and all of them havo some serious 
objection. Tho best way, and In fact tho 
only thoroughly efficient and good way, 
to Issuo these notca Is throusb a central 
government hnnk.

It would (five us net 
only a reliable and efficient syelctu in 
handling our government finances, but 
add stability nnd safety to our banking 
system. It would shield and protect the 
clti7.cn In all the relations which arc so 
vital to him for the conduct of his busi- 
ness or the support of his family.

Senate Will Hear of Big Plot to Rav- 


•ge the Indian*. 


Washington, Dec. 1C.—Senators .Tel- 


ler, Curtis and La Follette, composing 
a committee to investigate the ijffalra 
of the KIckapoo Indians, will goon nub- 
mlt to the senate a report giving the 
names of several partle* who are al- 
leged to havo dealt fraudulently with 
tho Klckapoos who emigrated to 
Mexico and who disposed of their 
lands at Shawnee. Okla, 


The report mentions a clique known 


as tho "Chaprann-Grlroes-Conlno pool," 
and says that tholr conduct in secur- 
ing the valuable lands owned by the 
Mexican Klckapoo Indians was crim- 
inal nnd brutal In the extrcmo. 


It Is recommended that a special at- 


torney shall be appointed, who shall 
act under the direction of tho depart- 
ment ot justice In entering suits to 
set aside all deeds to Klckapoo lands. 
The alleged criminal acts of the men 
mentioned In the report appear to bo 
very hard to deal with In the opinion 
of the committee, for the reason that 
most of them were committed In Mex- 
ico. 


Concerning the doings of the Chap- 


man-Grlmes-Conlne people the report 
says: 


"Outrages were shamelessly perpe- 


trated by them and their conduct has 
never been equaled In the history of 
any dealings to secure lands from the 
American Indians. The names ot the 
Indians were deliberately 
forged to 


the deeds claimed to have been taken 
In Mexico. 
Two or three instances 


are sufficient to show to what ex- 
tremes they went. 


"They bad all the leading members 


of the tribe, or head men of the tribe, 
arrested and thrown Into Jail. They 
then took a large number of Indians 
by force, and under guard of police- 
men to Guarjardo's house In Mnzquls 
where they urged the Indians to sell 
their lands, which the Indians declined 
to do. telling them invariably that 
they did not desire to selrthelr lands, 
and under no circumstances would 
they sign any papers; yet these people 
claim to have deeds executed at Qua- 
jardo's house by the Indians. 


"The Indians all say that they did 


not sign, and the Indian'Interpreters 
used upon the different occasions each 
say that the Indians did not sign their 
names, touch the pen or authorize any 
one to sign their names or touch the 
pen for them." 


The committee will request that it 


be continued In existence until such 
time as Its members shall consider 
that the grievances of the Kickapoos 
In question are receiving proper atten- 
tion.

J. J. Wood Began Career as Inventor 


by Making One. 


The December number of Spare Mo- 


ments, under the caption of "People 
Who Are Doing Things," prints the 
following concerning 
one 
of Fort 


Wayne's residents and an Inventor of 
world-wide reputation: 


"James J. Wood, head of an elec- 


trical plant making his own devices 
and employing two thousand persons, 
began work as an errand boy in New 
York city in 18G5, eight years after bis 
birth in that place. Ho was an Inquir- 
ing, determined and rather 
serious 


minded child. Shortly after securing 
employment he noticed a siphon in 
operation at a neighbor's house as he 
was returning from work one evening. 
He wondered why the liquid ran from 
one barrel to the other through, the 
tube and, as he could find no one who 
could satisfactorily explain the matter 
to him, he constructed a siphon of his 
own and finally solved the problem. 


"Having solved the mystery of the 


siphon he sought for further knowl- 
edge along mechanical lines. At the 
age of 11 he moved with his family 
to Brandford, Conn., where he found 
work in the Brandford Lock company. 
He entered night school and entered 
upon a determined study of physics, 
simple mechanics and 
kindred sub- 


jects. While still under sixteen years 
of age he proved no competent that 
he was placed at the head of a depart- 
ment in the lock company's factory. 
About this time he 
completed, un- 


aided, the working model of a steam 
engine and boiler. 


"In 187-1 Mr. Wood entered the em- 


ployment of the Brady Manufacturing 
company at Brooklyn. In three years 
•he was ip charge of the plant. While 
in their employ he designed and built 
the machinery with which tho Brook- 
lyn bridge was constructed, and in- 
vented a dynamo that won him medals 
and mention everywhere. This same 
dynamo embodied many new princi- 
ples that are used today. 


"At this time Mr. Wood met J. B. 


Fuller, one of America's pioneer elec- 
trical engineers, who wonderfully stim- 
ulated the young man's 
Interest In 


electricity. 
Mr. Wood 
built all of 


Fuller's experimental apparatus and 
much of the experimental apparatus 
used by Sir Hiram Maxim. 


"In the 'SO's a Fort Waytoo (Ind.) 


attorney went to New York to look up 
evidence In a case involving tho sup- 
posed Infringement .of an arc lamp. 
The attorney carried with him the arc 
lamp on which the success of tho case 
depended. 
He had 
to 
demonstrate 


that thin lamp had been manufactured 
before the rival lamp was patented. 
Ho Inquired among New York elec- 
trical men for some one who knew 
something of arc lamps and was di- 
rected to Mr. Wood. 
" 'Do you know 
who mado 
this 


lamp?' Inquired the attorney, showing 
Mr. Wood the lamp. 
" 'Most assuredly,' replied Mr. Wood. 


I made It myself some years ago.' 


"After this occurrence the concern 


to which Mr. Wood's statement had 
given renewed life, the Fort Wayno 
Electric works, made him an offer to 
join the concern. Mr. Wood accepted 
and at the ago of thirty-three became 
superintendent and general manager 
with a force of threo''hundred men 
under him. 
->ince that timo tho con- 


cern has developeu to Its present size 
and Mr. Wood has invented and pat- 
ented may well known electric de- 
vices—one style of enclosed arc lamp, 
a prepaying electric meter, a revolv- 
ing electrical fan, a revolving search- 
light, and many other useful inven- 
tions. 
His royalties are said to be 


|40,000 a year. 


"Mr. "Wood, as may be supposed, at- 


tributes his success to the 
siphon 


which attracted his attention as a boy. 
'For,' he says, 'the siphon showed me 
clearly what branch of work I was 
fitted for, and It was through it that I 
was led to seek employment In such a 
congenial occupation.'"

Geologic Survey Will Estab- 


lish a School in Pitts- 


burg. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 1C.—It is re- 


ported that Pittsburg Is to be made 
the home of a most remarkable school 
of mines to bs instituted by the de- 
lartment of the Interior, through the 
Jnited States geological survey. The 
great number of mine disasters hap- 
pening within the last few years has 
caused the technologic branch of the 
survey to move in the ma.t(,er and ac- 
tion has been hastened by the refer- 
ence made by President Roosevelt 
to mine disasters in his message. 


J. A. Holmes, chief of the tech- 


nologic branch, has stated that work 
will be begun on an experimental sta- 
:ion in a few weeks. It is the pur- 
pose of the survey to study explosions, 
which will be made to order. There 
will be a long steel tube 100 feet In 
ength and 6 feet In diameter, about 
;hs size of an ordinary mine entry. In 
this will be mixed the different combi- 
nations of gases found in a mine, and 
explosives will be launched into this 


a motar situated at a safe distance. 


Should the explosive fall to ignite any 
of the gases under any and all cir- 
cumstances they will be recommend- 
ed to mine owners as safe. It is hoped 
that in this way the survey can cut to 
a minimum danger to life. 


Fire Damp Grave Problem. 


The question of fire damp will be 


one of the most serious. Tba experi- 
menters will endeavor to discover how 
rescuing parties may dash into 
the 


mine after an explosion and rescue 
those now left to die. The English 
plan of overcoming 
fire damp and 


"after" damp, it is thought, to be 
much better than any yet advanced in 
America, but an effort will be made 
at the station completely to oversome 
or to counteract fire damp as soon as 
formed. Tests on tho combination of 
flre damp and air and of coal dust 
and air will be made separately and 
the result carefully noted until the 
question Is solved. 


Invite Miners to Tests. 


Operators and miners will bo invit- 


ed to be present while the tests-iire 
conducted. 
In order that they may 


see clearly the explosions of gas or 
dust a piece of oil paper 
will bo 


placed across tho face of one of tho 
cylinder's safety valves with a piece 
of gnn-cotton 
suspended six Inches 


away. When an explosion occurs the 
flames will burn 
tho oil paper and 


Ignlto the gun-cotton.

At a meeting tomorrow night the 


city council committees on finance 
and fees and salaries will take up the 
consideration of the request of County 
Treasurer-elect W. H. Scheiman for an 
increase of $500 in his salary as city 
treasurer and thus far the matter has 
received very favorable consideration. 


The new statutes fix the salary of 


county treasurers, and they 
are de- 


prived of any benefit that might be 
obtained by way of interest on county 
funds. 
The new depository law, the 


increase in public Improvements and 
the collections of money on the bonds 
have all Increased to such an extent 
that it will be necessary to expend 
more for the clerical work and Mr. 
Scheiman does not think tho Increase 
is out of proportion to the labor. He 
will be forced to expend all of this for 
clerk hire and is not materially helped 
so far as he is personally concerned. 
He will meet with the committee and 
explain the situation in detail. 


Municipal Notes. 


The board of public works has or- 


dered the payment to the general fund 
of the city a loan of $16,000 secured 
last spring when teh repairs to tho 
south side reservoir wero undertaken. 
The board asked for and was granted 
a loan of $25,000, but managed the 
work economically and administered 
tho receipts of the department in such 


a way that It was necessary to use 
only $15,000 of the amount.
